Fire Proof Materials 


, In a recent conversation witb the Wash- 
ington correspondent of tbe Oineusurti 
CommtreiAl, , Mr. Mullet, Sapervieisg 
Architect of the Treasury Department, 
gave some v«ry interesting opinions rela- 
tive to ftre-prool material, derived from 
the ieesona of the Chicago coeflasrratioe. 
Ho said tbat he believed that oast iron 
would not resist as much beat aa good 
sound oak timber of the same dimennooa. 
Firo expands tbe iron ><nd warps it, and 
it bresk* very easily. Indved, if oak tim- 
ber should be treated by any of th* pro- 
cess, s of liquid silicate, it may be consid- 
ered almost a fire-proof material compared 
with cast iron. 
As for etonea suitable for 


building purposes, there are few tkat an 
tire-proof, though some approximate nec- 
essary conditions, and, except; in aerate 
confligrations, may ba generally depended 
upon. Granite, marble and sandstone are 
not to be trusted, RS they soon pariah by 
exposure to heat, as ban been shown • 
thoaiand times. He it strongly in favor
